YESTERDAY (Apr 7) was 
World Health Day and 
renowned health organisa¬ 
tions, including the Pan 
American Health Organisa¬ 
tion (PAHO) and the World 
Health Organisation (WHO), 
are focusing on vector-borne 
diseases within the Americas, 
the Caribbean region and the 
Western Hemisphere. 

According to PAHD, 
roughly 50 percent of people 
living in the Western Hemi¬ 
sphere are at risk of one or 
more diseases cam ed by mo s- 
quitoes, ticks. Hies and other 
vectors, including West Nile 
Virus, dengue, malaria amd, 
most recently, chikungunya. 

In a “call to action” for 
World Health Day 2D 14, top 
health exp erts from North and 
So util America and the 
Caribbean are urging greater 
efforts by governments, com¬ 
munities and individuals to 
control the spread of these and 
other vect Dr-bo me diseases 

"Our region has achieved 
many successes in control¬ 
ling vector-borne diseases,” 
said the Director of the 
PAHO/WHO, Dr. Canssa F. 
Etienne. "However, this suc¬ 
cess is being threatened by 
the expansion of mosquitoes 
and other vectors into new 
habitats and by the emer¬ 
gence of insectici de and drug 
resistance. PAHO and its 
partners are today calling for 
stepped-up action in the fight 
against vector-borne diseases 
in the Americas 

However, Director of the 


Center for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) Torn 
Frieden called far greater col¬ 
laborative effort in finding 
new diseases and treatment far 
such m an effective manner. 

“We as a world are in 
some ways more vulnerable 
than ever...and that means 
that we as a world need to 
collaborate more effectively 
than ever so we can build the 
capacity to find new diseases, 
outbreaks and threats wher¬ 
ever they emerge promptly, 
and respond effectively” 

According to PAHO, the 
latest vect Dr-borne disease to 
establish itself in the region is 
the chikungunya virus; which 
was first reportedly found in 
Ft. Maarten/St. Martin m De¬ 
cember with two cases. How¬ 
ever, by the end of March 
2D 14, more than 3 ODD cases 
have been confirmed in ID 
Caribb e an c Duntn e s. 

Chikungunya does not 
often result in death, but the 
joint pains and stiffness may 
last for months and even 
years Governments and 
ca mmumti e s shoul d fa cu s 
their attention on prevention 
and control efforts on reduc¬ 
ing the density of mosquito 
populations 

Reiterating her organisa¬ 
tions’ call to action. Dr. Eti¬ 
enne said that in addition to 
governments, action should 
be taken by communities, in¬ 
dividuals and donors toward 
further progress and to face 
future threats from vector- 
borne diseases.

US sends warship to Black 
Sea amid the Ukraine crisis 


WAS HIN GTO N(AF P) - The 
United States is sending a 
guided missile destroyer to 
the Black Sea in order to re¬ 
assure European allies in the 
region following Russia's an¬ 
nexation of Crimea, sources 
con firm e d y e st er day. 

"We have decided to send 
a ship into the Black Sea. We 
expect it will arrive there 
within a week," said Penta¬ 
gon spokesman colonel Ste¬ 
ven Warren, without disclo¬ 
sing the name or type of the 
vessel citing "operational se¬ 
curity." 

A Department of Defense 
official con finned to AFP the 
warship being sent to the re¬ 
gion was the USS Donald 
Cook, a guided missile de¬ 
stroyer 

The h o at was recently up - 
graded to make it capable of 
filing SM-3 missiles, allow¬ 


ing the ship to function as 
part of the Aegis Ballistic 
Missile Defense System 

The boat has been de¬ 
ployed at the Spanish naval 
base in Rota in order to serve 
as part of the proposed 
NATO missile shield 

NATO insists the missile 
shield is a purely defensive 
system designed to counter 
potential missile threats from 
nations such as Iran. How¬ 
ever it has long been a source 
of tension between NATO 
and Russia, which sees the 
project as a threat to its own 
security. 

Warren insisted the de¬ 
ployment of the Donald Cook 
was meant only to reassure 
regional allies 

None of tire planned exer¬ 
cises would take place in 
Ukrainian ports, according to 
Warren. 


18 dead in weekend violence 
in northern Mexico 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - A 
senes of gunfights left 13 
people dead aver the weekend 
m the northern Mexican state 
of Tamauhpas, which borders 
the United States and has en¬ 
dured years of drug violence. 

Twelve men and two 
women were killed Sunday m 
shootings between cnmtnal 
groups in the towns of 
Tampico and Madero, Dn the 
Gulf of Mexico coast, ac¬ 
cording to the Tamauhpas 
Coordination Group, which 
includes federal and state se¬ 
curity forces 

The day of bloodshed 
came one day after a gun bat¬ 


tle between soldiers and sus¬ 
pected cri min als in the town 
of Miguel Aleman, which lies 
at the border with Texas 

Four armed civilians were 
killed m a skirmish after they 
opened fire on a hotel, the 
state prosecutor's office said. 

Tamauhpas has been the 
scene of a turf war between 
the Zetas and Gulf cartels, 
former allies that have battled 
for control of lucrative drug 
trafficking routes to the 
United States since they split 
up in 3010. 

Some 30,000 people have 
been killed in drug violence 
m Mexico since 3006

New York Times reported 
yesterday. 

The newspaper said it 
found that only 30 percent of 
the two million people de¬ 
ported since Obama took of¬ 
fice in January 3009 were 
involved mmajor crimes like 
drug trafficking 

Obama, whose quest for 
c□ nip reh ensiv e immi grati o n 
reform has run aground in the 
Congress, has assured His- 
p anics that Ins government 
w r as going after "criminals, 
gang bangers, people wlic are 
hurting the community, not 
after students, not after folks 
who are here just because 
they're trying to figure out 
how to feed their families." 

But the Times said its 
analysis of records of more 
than 3.3 million deportation 
cases over the past decade 


showed that deportations ac¬ 
tually increased under Obama. 
Moreover, two thirds "involve 
people who had committed 
minor infractions, including 
traffic violations, or had no 
criminal records at all," it said 

It found that deportations 
of people who only had traf¬ 
fic violations quadrupled in 
Obama's first five years in of¬ 
fice, over George W. Bush's 
last five years as president — 
193,000 over43,DOD 

The Times also discovered 
that m 3D 13 immigration 
charges were filed in 90 per¬ 
cent of deportation cases in¬ 
volving people with no prior 
criminal records 

For those deportees, it 
means they face up to a year 
in prison if they return to the 
United States within five 
years 

Faced with growing criti¬ 
cism, Obama last month an¬ 
nounced a review of his 
admini strati on’s d ep o rtati o n 
policies to see if there was a 
" mo re hum an" ap pro ach. 

He blamed Congress for 
the high number of deporta¬ 


tions, claiming he had no op¬ 
tion but to apply the law as 
long as the legislature failed 
to approve comprehensive 
immigration reform.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Trail- 
blazing US television jour¬ 
nalist Barbara Walters, famed 
far her political and celebrity 
interviews in a career span¬ 
ning mare than half a cen¬ 
tury, is to retire next month, 
the ABC network confirmed 
Monday. 

Walters, 84, who had al¬ 
ready confirmed she would 
retire m 2D 14, Will bong the 
curtain down on 53 years of 
broadcasting when she co¬ 
hosts her chat show "The 
View" for the last time on 
May 16 

"In tins business there are 
legends, there are icons, and 
then there is Barbara Wal¬ 
ters," Robert A. Iger, chair¬ 
man and chief executive of 
The Walt Disney Company 
said. 

Walters joined ABC in 
1976, becoming the first fe¬ 
male anchor of an evening 
news program. 

ABC said Monday that its 
New York headquarters 
would he renamed in her 
honor tD reflect her pioneer¬ 
ing career. 

A two-hour special chart¬ 
ing her career is tD be 
screened by ABC on the 
night she steps down. 

Walters began her career 
in 1961 at NBC's breakfast 
news and entertainment show 
"Today/ 1 making a household 
name for herself before her 
groundbreaking move to 
ABC 

In 1997, she launched 
"The View;" a daytime talk 
show pitched at women of di¬ 
verse backgrounds featuring 
an all-female panel dis¬ 
cussing issues of the da 1 / 

Such is its reach that it is a 
must-visit stop for US presi¬ 
dential candidates. Over the 
years Walters has inter¬ 
viewed leaders like Cuba's 
Fidel Castro, Egypt's Anwar 
Sadat and Israel’s Menadiem 
Begin (side-by-side for the 
first time) and every US pres¬ 
ident and first lady since 
Richard Nixon 

She also made hsr name 
interviewing a raft of Holly¬

VATICAN CITY (AFP) -

He gained renown for in¬ 
sisting on staying on in be¬ 
sieged Homs despite daily 
shelling and dwindling sup¬ 
plies. 

"In this moment of great 
pain, we also express our 
great pride and gratitude at 


having had a brother who 
was so close to the suffer¬ 
ing," Lombardi said.

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Guinea raises Ebola 
death toll to 95 


CONAKRY (AFP) 
Guinea's government raised 
the death toil m the Ebola 
epidemic raging through its 
southern forests and capital to 
95 an Monday. 

The health ministry added 
nine deaths to the toll of 36 
given before the weekend, 
saying that 5 2 cases had been 
confirmed in laboratories to 
be the killer trapical virus. 

A number of p atients have 
been discharged from Ebola 
treatment centres after beat¬ 
ing the virus, however, med¬ 
ical chanty Doctors Without 
Borders,, which goes by its 
French initials MSF, saidm a 
statement. 

Various studies -- includ¬ 
ing a paper published in the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine last year — have 
demonstrated some immunity 
in survivors from the particu¬ 
lar strain to which they were 
exp a s ed, but ii fe -1 o ng immu¬ 
nity has not been demon¬ 
strated. 

MSF said it was working 
with local communities to en¬ 
sure that discharged patients 
who have beaten the virus 
can return home safely, and 
that everyone understands 
they are no longer conta¬ 
gious. 


MSF has some 60 interna¬ 
tional staff working in 
Guinea, and has flown in 
more than 40 tans of supplies 
to tackle the epidemic 

Ebola leads ta haemor¬ 
rhagic fever, which causes 
muscle pain, weakness, vom¬ 
iting, diarrhoea and,, in severe 
cases, organ failure and un¬ 
stoppable bleeding 

The tropical virus can be 
transmitted to humans from 
wild animals, and between 
humans through direct con¬ 
tact with another's blood, fae¬ 
ces or sweat. 

Sexual contact, or the un¬ 
protected handling of con¬ 
taminated corpses, can also

Mali has become the latest

including 36 deaths. 


PARIS (AFP) - Genetic mu¬ 
tations found m brain tu¬ 
mours m children have 
opened up intriguing avenues 
Id tackle tins lethal farm of 
cancer, researchers said on 
Sunday. 

Investigators found telltale 
mutations m a gene called 
ACVR1, which appears to 
play a role in a currently in¬ 


curable form of childhood 
brain cancer called diffuse 
intrinsic pontine glioma, or 
DIPG. 

The mutations were found 
in 2D to 33 percent of DIPG 
biopsies in three different 
studies published in the j our- 
nal Mature Genetics. 

DIPG is the most aggres¬ 
sive brain tumour in children. 

It develops m the brain 
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stem, which is the seat of 
basic body functions that 
keep people alive, which 
means that it cannot be re¬ 
moved safely by surgery 

It is the hrst time that 
ACVR1 has been fingered m 
cancer. 

A mutated form of 
ACVR1, though, has been 
identified previously in a rare 
disorder called "Stone Man 
syndrome/ in which the 
body's muscles and tendons 
progressively turn to bone. 

The work should also shed 
light on understanding some 
of the fundamental mecha¬ 
nisms of DIPG, including its 
progression from an early- 
stage condition, the Institut 
Gustave Roussy in Pans, 
which took part in one of the 
studies, said m a statement 

In addition, "specific in¬ 
hibitor drugs" are being de¬ 
veloped that may be of 
potential use against the 
faulty gene, it added. 


Promise seen with

WASHINGTON (AFP) - An experimental cancer drug 
made by Pfizer has shown signs of promise at slowing 
the spread of advanced breast cancer, researchers said. 
The drug, called palbociclib, when administered with an¬ 
other anti-cancer drug already on the market, letrozole, 
stopped cancer progression for a median of 20 months. 
That was double the amount of time seen in a control 
group of patients who did not receive palbociclib.How¬ 
ever, those on the two drugs survived an average of four 
months longer (37.5 months versus 33.3 months), which 
was not a statistically significant gain, the researchers 
noted.More research is ongoing to m easure the potential 
impact of the drug as atreahnentfor estrogen receptor 
positive and RER2 negative breast cancer.The findings 
of the phase II trial, which Included 165 women, were re¬ 
leased Sunday at the American Association of Cancer 
Research in San Diego, California.

Celebrity website 
TMZ said Rooney had been ill for some time and died of 
natural causes. Police In Los Angeles said members of 
his large family were at his side.Rooney rose to fame 
alongside Garland as the plucky diminutive lad - he was 
1 .G meters tall -- in the "Andy Hardy" movies of the late 
1930s and early 1940s. He also had notable turns as 
Puck in "A Midsummer Night's Dream" (1935) and in 
"National Velvet" (1944), opposite Elizabeth Taylor, then 
13, More recently the still energetic Rooney appeared in 
the 2006 comedy "Night at the Museum," and in the 2011 
movie 'The MuppetsT A four-time Oscar nominee, 
Rooney was awarded an honorary Academy Award in 
1982 for lifetime achievement. While professi onally suc¬ 
cessful, Rooney had a rocky personal life. He made and 
lost millions of dollars, married eight times and legally 
separated from his last wife, Jan, in June 2012. Along 
the way he fathered nine children. The son of vaudeville 
performers who divorced when he was three, Rooney 
was born Joe Yule, Jr on September 23,1920 in Brook¬ 
lyn, New York, and went on the road with his parents' 
act, in which he appeared as a midget in a tuxedo.

(3.6 degrees Fahrenheit) over 
pre-sndustnal times 

The report, the product of 
fo ur y e ars 1 wo rk by hundr ed s 
of experts, aims to provide 
governments with the latest 
science on climate change 

It is also designed tD in¬ 
form the struggling effort to 
forge a worldwide pact by 
next year to curb greenhouse 
gases and help poor countries 
cope with climate impacts 
Preventing dangerous in¬ 
terference with the climate 
system entails mitigating cli¬ 
mate change," said Ottmar 
Edenhofer, co-chairman of 
the panel's Working Group 
III, which compiled the re¬ 
port 

"On a trailsparent, scien¬ 
tific basis, our report pro¬ 
vides an understanding of the 
available options tD meet tins 
challenge." 

A Summary for Policy¬ 


makers will be publicly re¬ 
leased in the German capital 
on Sunday, and the frill re¬ 
port — authored by scientists 
but not submitted to the 
IPCC plenary for scrutiny -- 
will be released shortly after¬

A draft of the summary 
expresses no preferences for 
how tD tame the problem, 
nor what a safe level of 
wanning should be.

PRETORIA (AFP) - A tearful 
Osc ar Pi sto rius ap ol o gi s e d 
Monday tD Reeva 
Steenkamp's family, telling 
the court he had "terrible 
nightmares" since killing his 
girlfriend and often woke up 
smelling blood 

Sobbing and with his jaw 
trembling as he took tire wit¬ 
ness stand in his defence, Pis¬ 
torius said he did not intend 
to kill his 29-year-ald lover 

The Paralympic gold 
medallist is accused of pre¬ 
meditated murder, but claims 
he shot the model though a 
locked toilet door believing 
she was an intruder 

"I want to take tins oppor¬ 
tunity to apologise to Mr and 
Mrs Steenkamp," he said, at 
times barely audible as he 
sobbed 

Pistonus said he was "try¬ 
ing tD protect Reeva" on 
Valentine's Day last year. "I 
can promise that when she 
went to bed that night she felt 
loved." 


"There isn't a moment, or 
hasn't been a moment since 
this tragedy happened that I 
haven't thought about your 
family." 

"I can't imagine the pain 
and sorrow and the emptiness 
that IVe caused you and your 
family." 

In the tribunal 
Steenk amp's mother June,
